WASHINGTON (AP) - The Navy 
has ordered two aircraft carriers 
home from Asian waters, the first 
significant cutback in U.S. air-sea 
flower there since the Vietnam cease­ 
fire. 
The Midway is due back at Alameda, 
Calif., in early March and the America 
at Norfolk, Va., late in March. 
Departure of the carriers reduces 
the number of U.S. bombers and a t­ 
tack planes deployed near Indochina 
by approximately IOO. 
Four other carriers, with a total 
complement of about 200 strike planes, 
remain with the 7th Fleet in the Far 
East. But further reductions are ex­ 
pected in the fleet of nearly OO U.S.

Petain Coffin 
Back In Tomb 


PARIS (AP) — A military plane 
returned the flag-draped coffin of 
M arshal Philippe P etain to his 
traitor’s tomb on a lonely island off the 
Atlantic Coast today even though it 
may cost the French government 
rightist votes in the National Assembly 
elections next month. 
The coffin was found Weckiesday 
night in a garage in a northern suburb 
of Paris. It had been left there by a 
group of rightists who stole it from the 
Ile d ’Yeu Sunday, hoping to force the 
government to bury it in the national 
military cemetery at Douaumont with 
the other defenders in the World War I 
Battle of Verdun. 
Police are holding at least six men 
suspected of complicity in the plot, 
including 
H erbert 
M assol, 
an 
ultrarig h tist 
candidate 
for

assembly, and Francois 
Boux de 
Cassan, a minister of information in 
Petain’s Vichy government. 
Jacques Isomi, Petain’s lawyer at 
his treason trial, accused President 
Georges Pompidou’s government of 
getting the old m arshal’s remains 
back 
by 
duplicity. 
He 
said 
the 
government had intimated to Petainist 
circles that, when the coffin was found, 
“it would be placed in a location of 
honor while the family decided on the 
location of the grave. 
It was a 
deliberately false indication.” 
Although Petain was convicted of 
treason for his collaboration with the 
Nazis after the French surrender in 
World War II, the sizable rightist fac­ 
tion has for years demanded that his 
body be transferred from the island of 
exile where he died and that he lie 
among the men he led at Verdun. But a 
burial with honors for Petain would 
antagonize the many Frenchmen for 
whom the wounds of the Vichy era are 
still very much open.

Many involve outright 
deceit,” contends Ralph Nader’s 
Farm Tax 
Break Pushed 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
today recommended for passage a 
proposed constitutional amendment to 
give a tax break to farmers in urban 
areas. 
By a 5 to 3 vote, the committee 
reported out the resolution that would 
permit agricultural land to be ap­ 
praised for tax purposes on its current 
use rather than its market value. 
The issue is expected to be on the 
May ballot. 
Under recent court opinions, farm­ 
land located near a city or an urban 
area must be taxed on the basis of 
market value of land in the area. 
Farm ers near urban areas or 
developments contend the court 
decisions would drive them out of 
business, especially in areas where 
neighboring farms have been sub­ 
divided or have become sites for high- 
rise apartments. 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
While the 
food and chemical industry lobbies for 
softening the law prohibiting cancer- 
causing substances in food, Congress 
is divided with some members hoping 
to make it even more rigid. 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., plans 
to propose again legislation to extend 
the Delaney Clause to require pre­ 
market testing of most additives to 
make sure they don’t cause birth 
defects or genetic mutations. 
Food and Drug Commissioner 
Diaries C. Kdwards says the FDA 
must be “ neutral, and I mean neutral" 
on Delaney, but he has called publicly 
for months for a privately funded 
international symposium drawing 
together the world’s best scientific 
brains to wrestle with the question. 
The Nutrition Foundation and the 
Food and Drug I .aw Iastitute, both 
industry-oriented and supported, have 
joined with Consumers Union in 
gathering pledges to support such a 
conference later this year. 
The plan is to attempt to draft a 
mathematical formula proving that 
“ safe" amounts of a known carcinogen 
can be added to food without causing 
cancer in man. 
But leading scientists, including 
many employed by the government, 
say such carcinogens can be hidden 
time bombs that result in cancer IO, 20 
or 30 years after exposure. 
“ In providing a framework for 
evaluating potential hazards of these 
additives, the Delaney Clause simply 
ratifies the prevailing expert opinion 
in the National Cancer Institute and in 
other professionally qualified groups 
that there is no practical method to 
determine safe dietary levels for a 
carcinogen,” says Dr. Samuel S. Ep­ 
stein of Case Western 
Reserve 
University.

NEW YORK (AP) - Whether ad­ 
vertising and marketing create tastes 
or merely reflect those that exist is a 
moot point that probably never can be 
resolved in a simple answer. 
But there is no question whatever 
that advertising is sensitive to values 
and tastes, that advertisers are among 
the sharper observers of social 
change, and that in search of success 
they exploit their findings. 
If you can recall some of the ads seen 
in the past few years, you most likely 
will be able to discover these un­ 
derlying assumptions: 
1. The emergence of the largest 
middle class in history, with “typical” 
middle-class values, including a 
commitment to familism, or the home, 
children and clear sex roles. 
2. A belief in upward mobility, or the 
American dream of success. 


3. A commitment to the Puritan or 
Protestant ethic as the means to 
achieve mobility: 
conformity, the 
work ethic, focus on the future and the 
virtue of self-denial. 
Responding to this interpretation, 
advertisers made marriage and the 
family a major focus and goal, 
assumed that personal denial for the 
sake of the family was correct and 
made togetherness an ideal. 
This, in 
part, 
is the analysis 
presented to a meeting this week of the 
Association of National Advertisers by 
Florence Skelly, executive vice 
president of Daniel Yankelovich, Inc., 
a marketing and opinion research 
firm. 


But now, said Miss Skelly, whose 
company conducts an ongoing study of 
social change, a new climate may be 
emerging that eventually will bring 
into question some assumptions made 
by the ad people. 
Although none of the changes are as 
yet universal, she said, some ten­ 


dencies in values and life styles 
already are substantial and growing. 
Among them: 
1. A change in the nature of 
familism, 
marked 
by 
female 
careerism, a blurring of the sexes, a 
challenge to the traditional linkage 
between masculinity and being a good 
provider and a new attitude about 
children. 
2. A significant shift in what con­ 
stitutes success and how one signals 
these achievements to others. Status 
symbols are changing. More people 
will be concerned with life quality 
rather than economic condition alone. 
3. A new climate of pessimism about 
the American dream in general, 
although not necessarily about one’s 
personal chances for happiness. There 
is skepticism about business as an 
institution, for example. 
As a result, Miss Skelly concludes 
that ad-men probably can rely less on 
their intuitive sense of how America 
lives and what is important. Some 
assumptions must be examined "case 
by case, brand by brand,’’ she said. 
Among them: 
1. Women want to get a husband and 
then be super homemakers, wives and 
mothers. 
2. People want to settle down, 
establish roots. 
3. Superior performance ultimately 
is the most compelling support for a 
product irrespective of other factors. 
4. Visible displays of climbing the 
ladder to success are important 
purchase motives. 
5. Fear of criticism by others is a 
powerful purchase motive. 
Inking over the list one wonders: Is 
it possible that people are rebelling 
against some of the assumptions made 
by advertisers seeking to sell them 
goods? Should that be the case, the 
question is answered — advertising 
cloes create tastes. 


gravest confrontation with the Soviets 
since the Cuban missile crisis of 
1962 . . . this is failure on a grand 
scale.” (Tom Wicker, May 12, 1972) 
Evidently the Soviets didn’t see it that 
way. They kept the champagne cold. 
“. . . why should bombing a people 
make them want to deal in good 
faith?” (Tom Wicker again, Dec. 26, 
1972) If he wants to know, maybe he 
should ask Le Due Tho or Xu an Thuy. 
“This (the bombing) is war by tan­ 
trum, and it is worse than the Cam­ 
bodian and Laotian invasions.” 
(James Reston, Dec. 27,1972) A state­ 
ment he did not retract when the 
cease-fire agreement was reached 
shortly thereafter. 
“ (Nixon 
and 
Henry 
Kis­ 
singer) . . . have no options except 
more of the destruction that everyone 
knows is morally outrageous and polit­ 
ically useless.” (Anthony Lewis, April 
IO, 1972) Hie North Vietnamese should 
have read Lewis. Then they would 
have known that the mining and bomb­ 
ing were politically useless, and would 
have fought on. Ignorantly, they 
signed. 
“He has conducted a bombing pol­ 
icy . . . so ruthless and so difficult to 
fathom politically as to cause millions 
of Americans to cringe in shame and to 
wonder at their President’s very 
sanity.” (Washington Post editorial, 
Jan. 7, 1973) The Hanoi politburo 
didn’t find the bombing difficult to 
fathom politically. 
“Over and over again Mr. Nixon has 
tried to bomb Hanoi into submission. It 
has not worked before and it will not 
work today.” (St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
editorial, Dec. 19, 1972) Well, it might 
riot have worked on that day, but it 
seems to have worked on another one. 
On the mining decision last spring, 
some of the quotations are beauts: 
“Certainly the Moscow summit meet­ 
ing, from which so much had been ex­ 
pected, is now in jeopardy.” (Charles 
Coilingwood) “One casualty of the 
President’s mining and blockade may 
well be his upcoming summit in Mos­ 
cow.” (Marvin Kalb) “I would suspect 
that the summit will not come off.” 
(Erie Sevareid) “The summit is in 
jeopardy today.” (John Chancellor) A 
“blockade of Haiphong . . . would al­ 
most certainly bring an immediate 
cancellation of the Nixon visit.” 
(Newsweek) “It is a senseless act of 
military desperation by a President in­ 
capable of finding the road to peace.” 
(Ted Kennedy) “We cannot read about 
the heavy bombing . . . without a 
deep and despairing sense that peace 
is not at hand.” (Chappaquiddick’s 
most famous motorist) 
I guess my favorite is this example 
of Erie Sevareid’s military expertise 
last May 4: “It is no longer a question 
of repelling the Hanoi general offen­ 
sive, but of holding it. On present evi­ 
dence, there is no prospect of driving 
them out of the provinces they have 
taken . . .”

Speaking Of Your Health 


by letter I Coleman, M O. 


What is the London flu that everyone 
seems to be talking about? 
How does it differ from other “flus”? 
Mrs. L.T.,Del. 
Dear Mrs. T.: 
There are distinct technical dif­ 
ferences in viruses. 
There are probably 300 or more 
various viruses that may affect and 
infect man. Many of these have been 
recognized and identified. 
The viruses that cause polio, 
smallpox, 
chickenpox, 
mumps, 
measles, and influenza are responsible 
for a group of physical symptoms that 
identify each disease. 
However, the fine distinctions 
between the London flu, the Hong Kong 
flu and an ordinary grippe or common 
cold are not always easy to classify. 
Common to all of these might be the 
runny nose, the general feeling of 
aching, fever, congestion in the chest, 
sore throat, cough, and tremendous 
sense of weakness. 
The sudden outbreak of acute in­ 
fections in london has pin-pointed 
attention to a viral infection which now 
bears its name. It would take the most 
complicated studies with electronic 
microscopes to distinguish one virus 
from another. The name is not nearly 
so important as the care that should be 
given early to people who are sick. 
It must be remembered that when 
the first symptoms of a cold or flu 
appear, the virus has probably been 


incubating for three or four days. It is 
important, therefore, that when people 
feel “a cold is coming on,” treatment 
should be started at that time. 
Rest, fluids, modified diet are im­ 
portant. Rest is probably the most 
important part of the early treatment. 


I never have been able to learn how 
to swallow a pill. I struggle so hard 
with it that sometimes I decide to 
forget about the pill. 
Are there any tricks of the trade that 
you can let us in on? 
Mr. J.R.E.,Okla. 
Dear Mr. E.: 
I have watched patients strain, 
sturggle and use all sorts of neck 
gyrations to swallow a small pill. 
These same people can swallow a 
piece of steak half an inch square 
without the slightest difficulty. 
I just believe that most people work 
too energetically at doing a simple 
thing. 
I 
came 
across 
an 
excellent 
suggestion made by Dr. William B. 
Robey of Phoenix, Arizona. He tells his 
patient to take a sip of water and hold 
it in his mouth. Then, tilt the head back 
as though to gargle, and drop the pill 
on top of the water. Then he has him 
take another sip of water and swallow 
all of it. 
Apparently, this old technique is an 
excellent one for problem pill-takers.

POINT REYES, Calif. (AP) - 
Prodded by high beef prices, cattle 
rustling — that classic scourge of the 
Old West — is experiencing a modem 
day resurgence, authorities say. 
Here in rural Marin County north of 
San 
Francisco, 
where 
Joaquin 
Murietta and “Three-fingered Jack” 
plundered Spanish ranchos some 150 
years ago, rustlers reportedly stole up 
to 60 beef and dairy cattle in the last 
six months of 1972. 
Nine thefts have been reported so far 
this year. 
“Some of the thefts are apparently 
part of a commercial operation and 
others are just to put meat on the 
table,” said Marin Sheriff’s Lt. 
William Johansen. 
“In either case meat prices seem to 
be the basic root of it,” Johansen said. 
Rancher Boyd Steward put up a 
$1,000 
reward 
after 
rustlers 
slaughtered two lJHMFpound Black 
Angus in his pasture. 
“They butchered them right there 
and took them away in halves,” 
Steward said. 
Besides ending up in the rustler’s 
own freezer, some stolen cattle ap­ 
parently go to wholesale dealers who 
in turn sell to bulk meat retailers for 
marketing to the public, Sheriff Johan­ 
sen said. 
Others may be sold from roadside 
truck stands or turn up on the auction 
block in neighboring counties, he said. 
However, “there’s little likelihood 
you’d ever find one in your local 
supermarket,” Johaasen said. “They 
have too many controls.” 
Thus far there have been no arrests 
in Marin County but last August a man 
was sentenced to a 1-to 15-year term 
for cattle rustling in Alameda County, 
about 50 miles southeast of here. 
In that county’s first rustling trial in 
12 years, Robert L. Sweeden, 30, of San 
Ijeandro, was convicted of stealing a 
200-pound feeder calf from an area 
rancher. 
Marin cattle owners say their 
ranches are particularly vulnerable 
because many are close to heavily 
traveled roads. 
“You couldn’t get within a hundred 
yards of the cattle back on the hills,” 


said Steward, adding that cattle more 
used to human contact “are so gentle 
you could walk right up to them and hit 
them with a hammer.” 
Another problem, said Johansen, is 
the rustlers are “ getting more 
proficient all the time. It’s just like 
burglary, only the evidence disappears 
a lot quicker.” 
Johansen 
believes 
a 
uniform 
branding system might help curtail 
rustling.

For Abortion 
Clinic Setup 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)-A group 
which says it has been involved in 
flying pregnant women to New York 
for abortions has filed suit here to bar 
local officials from interfering with 
plans for abortion clinics. 
Joseph M. Blaine, spokesman for the 
group, known as Choice, said it will set 
up an abortion clinic if local physicians 
do not. He said he owns Aeromedic, an 
air service which flies pregnant 
women to New York and also ferries 
other medical patients. 


Blaine is also a member of the 
National Association for Repeal of 
Abortion Laws (NAHAL). 


“It is not our intention to set up and 
operate abortion clinics,” said Blaine. 
“But we will if we have to.” 
The group filed its suit Tuesday. 


Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Judge Gilbert Bettman set a hearing 
on the suit for 2 p.m. Thursday. 
The suit, filed on behalf of three 
Cincinnati area women seeks to enjoin 
Hamilton County Prosecutor Simon 
I>eis Jr., Sheriff Paul Frikker and Cin­ 
cinnati Police Chief Carl Goodin from 
interfering with their plans for 
abortions. 


Personal Property 
Tax Returns Are 
Due By April 30 


All persons engaged in business on 
Dec. 31, 1972, including manufac- 
turers, 
merchants, 
contractors, 
physicians, dentists, attorneys and 
accountants are required to file per­ 
sonal property tax returns with their 
county auditor on or before April 30, 
1973, reminds Maxine Wilson, deputy 
auditor. 
Mrs. Wilson advises that these 
businessmen and women must report 
all inventories, supplies, equipment, 
fixtures and machinery used in their 
business. 
livery person who rents furnished 
rooms or furnished apartments must 
file a personal property tax return, 
listing the furniture, fixtures and 
equipment included in rental facilities. 
The deputy auditor also reminds 
Pickaway County residents that any 
citizen of Ohio owning investments, 
such as shares of stock, corporate 
bonds, municipal bonds, mortgage 
mites, or land contracts, are required 
to file personal property tax returns as 
such property is taxable whether or 
not used in business. 
All personal property taxes paid to 
('aunty Treasurer Bob Woods are used 
here for the support of schools, 
libraries, health, police and fire ser­ 
vices. 
Tax blanks and assistance in the 
preparation of the return may be 
obtained at the county auditor’s office 
in the courthouse. There are penalties 
in addition to the tax for anyone failing 
to file a return within the time 
prescribed.

“You may not believe this, but I've 
been here five times before," said the 
Rev. Henry Holstine. 
“I know that because one night I was 
.studying this scripture so hard I went 
right out my natural thinking and God 
took hold of my arm and lifted me up. 
“He opened up the earth, just like if 
you took a shovel and dug a hole, and I 
saw five bodies laying on top of the 
ground,” he explained, staring down at 
five imaginary corpses of his past lives 
stretched out shoulder to shoulder on 
the linoleum.

Under Fire 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The author 
of a consumers’ guide to buying in­ 
surance says “the deceptive sales 
practices found in the life-insurance 
industry constitute a national scan­ 
dal.” 
Dr. Joseph M. Belth also told a 
Senate 
judiciary 
subcommittee 
looking into the insurance field 
Tuesday that buyer’s apathy has 
resulted in the industry generally 
training its agents almost exclusively 
in selling techniques on perhaps only 
one or two of the available policies. 
Consumer advocate Ralph Nader 
and Belth, an Indiana University in­ 
surance professor, called for federal 
guidelines for life insurance, spelling 
out costs and benefits, similar to the 
truth-in-lending law. 
Statistician Ernest J. Moorhead 
urged the insurance industry to 
develop a plan for comparing policies 
of some 1,800 companies. 
Nader said the federal and state 
governments should provide “yard­ 
stick” competition by offering simple, 
low-cost term insurance, a policy that 
only pays a benefit upon death to 
widow and children.

ATHENS, Ohio (AP) - The armed 
services aren’t waiting around for 
passage of the Equal Rights Amend­ 
ment to take steps to eradicate dis­ 
crimination against women, the Ar­ 
my’s highest ranking woman said 
Wednesday. 
Brig. Gen. Mildred Bai lei told an 
Ohio University audience the military 
is responding to pressure from women 
and governmental groups to change 
some of its practices she considers 
discriminatory. 
Included in these practices she said 
are age requirement*, benefit* after 
marriage, and base housing facilities. 
In the past six months, Gen. Bailey 
said the number of military oc­ 
cupational specialties open to women 
has jumped to 90 per cent of total non­ 
combat occupations. Six weeks ago an 
Army regulation was changed to 
permit a woman officer to command 
any noncombat unit, she said. 
But, Gen. Bailey said the armed 
forces would react “ very violently” if 
ordered to fill a certain percentage of 
its positions with women. 
‘Setting quotas would be considered 
unfair,” she said. “ If an officer is 
given a responsibility to carry out, he 
should also be given the proper tools.” 
Gen. Bailey said the Army would 
make a decision within the next month 
on whether to expand Army ROTC 
programs for women nationally. Ten 
schools started the program in the fall. 
Gen. Bailey spoke at part of a week­ 
long seminar at OU on the chaagtng 
role of women in the U.S. today.

Calif, I AP) — A cockpit fire broke out 
in an A7 Corsair jet before it smashed 
into an apartment complex at nearby 
Alameda Feb. 7, a Navy board of 
inquiry has been told.

D EFIAN CE, Ohio (A P) — Damage 
caused by a fire in Session Hall, a 
men’s dormitory at Defiance College, 
has been revised upward to $740,000.

“ My Aunt Rosie” by Syd Hoff is an 
entertaining story showing the typical 
child’s reaction to the typical Aunt 
Rosie. 
“ I>eo Lion I/>oks for Books” by 
Donna Pape, with illustrations by Tom 
Eaton, tells how I^eo learns to read, 
and the results of his wonderful new 
talent. 
Some other new books in the easy- 
reader series are: “ Tubby and the Poo 
Bah,” by Al Perkins; “ Johnny Lion’s

VIVA is also asking all bracelet 
wearers to continue wearing them at 
least until all American POWs are 
released. 
“ We are urging people to continue 
wearing their bracelets to help alert 
others that the issue has not yet been 
resolved satisfactorily,” said Mrs. 
Douglas Coppin, chairman of VIVA ’s 
National Advisory Board. 
The MIA families are particularly 
disappointed about the accounting of 
POWs in I j*o s . Of 317 men carried as 
MIAs in I j io s , only seven were listed 
by Hanoi as prisoners. 
“ We know with modern ejection 
methods there is a great chance of 
pilot and crew survival when a plane 
goes down. This figure of seven men is 
ludicrous,” Mrs. Coppin said. 
She said 56 men previously believed 
by the U.S. government to be POWs 
were not accounted for by Hanoi. She 
said another ll MIAs were reported 
dead, while 46 MIAs were named on 
the POW list.

U.S. Asks Speedy Release 
O f 140 More Americans 


SAIGON (AP) - The United States 
Wednesday asked North Vietnam and 
the Viet Con** to release 140 more 
American prisoners of war before next 
Tuesday, U.S. officials reported after a 
meeting of the Joint Military Com­ 
mission’s subcommission on captured 
persons. 
“They said they would take our 
request to their authorities,” one 
American official said. “The date, 
time and arrangements are to be 
worked out.” 
The Communists freed 143 American 
military and civilian personnel on Feb. 
12, and Hanoi released another 20 Feb. 
18 as a gesture of appreciation for the 
visit of U.S. presidential adviser Henry 
A. Kissinger. The Communist side now 
holds 422 Americans in North and 
South Vietnam and I^os. 
Kissinger said after the signing of 


the cease-fire agreement that he ex­ 
pected the POWS to Im' freed in four 
groups of about the same size, with one 
group handed over about every 15 
days. Under this timetable, the next 
delivery date would be Tuesday. 
Another question to be resolved, U.S. 
officials said, is whether the 20 men 
freed last Sunday will be consider an 
advance contingent for the second 
group or whether they will I** con­ 
sidered a seperate, special group. 
The 
Saigon 
government 
had 
proposed that the second phase of 
Vietnamese POW releases begin 
Thursday. Instead, the Communists 
raised the question of detained civilian 
personnel, U.S. sources said. They said 
it would be impossible now to get the 
second increment going Thursday. 
The International Commission of 
Control and Supervision began sending 


field teams to 14 of 26 subregional sites 
across South Vietnam without waiting 
for full teams of the Joint Military 
Commission to be in place. The North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong have 
delayed getting their representatives 
to the field, stalling joint efforts to 
reduce hostilities. 
The Saigon government reported 
that violations of the cease-fire in­ 
creased again today, and Premier 
Pham Van Dong of North Vietnam 
accused the United States and the Sai­ 
gon government of sabotaging the 
truce agreement.

by bit, a picture of prison camp life is 
beginning to emerge from con­ 
versations with returning POWs from 
Southeast Asia.

Bradley Edsel 
Smith gave additional insight into his 
years of captivity, a topic still reluc­ 
tantly discussed publically by most of 
tin* repatriated- Americans. 
Smith, whose father, Paul, lives in 
Iitke Milton, Ohio, said he slept on a 
concrete slab without even a cloth 
lunier him. 
“He said he could lie down on the 
floor here and go right to sleep just as 
well as I could on a bed,” said Cmdr. 
Nicholas I). I Kingston, who was on the 
same mission when Smith was shot 


down March 25, IHM. 
The two had a reunion in Jackson­ 
ville Naval Hospital, where Smith is 
one of six returned 
POWs going 
through medical and military process­ 
ing and Kingston is confined with two 
broken legs from a low level ejection 
last month. 
I Kingston said Smith “looks in better 
health now than when he was shot 
down.” He attributed that to the fact 
that Smith “didn’t do any smoking or 
drinking for seven years.” 
Ijmgston said Smith also attributed 
the Vietnam peace agreement, in part, 
to renewed U.S. air bombing of the 
north. 
“He mentioned that the B-52 bom­ 
bings last year rattled the ground in

Congress Gets 
Nixon Paper 
On Economy 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Nixon disclosed today that he will 
recommend a tax reform bill to 
Congress as well as recommendations 
to alleviate the property tax burden on 
older Americans. 
In his State of the Union message to 
Congress on the economy, Nixon 
dispelled doubts that he would present 
tax reform legislation of his own, 
saying only that it would build on fur­ 
ther reforms of 1969 and 1971. 
It was the only reference to tax 
reform legislation in the message, and 
the administration gave no details. 
The House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee is holding hearings on reform 
legislation to close socalled loopholes 
in the income tax code. 
The President also said he will 
submit bills to improve the nation s 
unem ploym ent 
com pensation 
program, minimum wage laws, the 
private pension system, and “ the 
manner in which we deal with our 
transportation systems.” 
On property tax relief, Nixon 
covered the subject in a one sentence 
statement, 
saying 
the 
recom­ 
mendations would be designed to 
alleviate "the crushing burdens which 
property taxes now create for older 
Americans.” 
He repeated his appeal to Congress 
to impose a rigid spending ceiling of 
$269 billion in fiscal 1974, saying: “ The 
stakes are high.” 
"If we do not restrain spending and 
if my recommended cuts are reversed, 
it would tkae a 15 per cent increase in 
income taxes to pay for the additional 
expenditures.” 
It was the first time that Nixon has 
used that figure in referring to the 
spending ceiling. He has said in the 
past that failure to keep a tight rein on 
spending would mean higher taxes, 
more inflation or a combination of 
both. 
Nixon said he has carried out his 
pledge not 
to 
recommend 
any 
programs that would require a general 
tax increase or create inflationary 
pressures.
